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Ground Breaking 
Services to Be 
Held Sunday '

Official ground breaking serv­ 
ice* for the first unit of the new 
First Lutheran Church will be held 
on Sunday afternoon. September 
13, at three o'clock on the new 
church site, corner of Carson and 
Flower.

The official address will be ffiven 
by Rev. A. C. Rueter of the Chapel 
of Peace Lutheran Church in Ingle- 
wood. Words of greeting will be 
given by Dr. Konrad Koosman, 
president of the California District 
of the American Lutheran Church, 
by Dale Isenberg, executive secre­ 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and by Irvin Wilson, president of 
First Lutheran Church. Members 
of the building committee, led by 
Chairman Dr. Joe Bay, will take 
part in the actual ground breaking.

Construction of the first "unit 
will begin immediately. Oliver Min- 
niear, a member of First Lutheran 
Church, will be the builder. As 
much donated labor as possible will 

used in the construction of the 
building. An honor chart will be 
placed in the church indicating the 
number of donated hours given by 
the different individuals. The chart 
will be divided into a 25-hour club, 
."50-hour club, 100-hour club, 500- 
hour club, and 1000-hour club.

The first unit to be built will 
consist of 8600 square feet and 
will be built at an estimated cost 
of $70,000. The first unit will con­ 
sist of the chapel seating 540, and 
a wing containing social room, 
library, kitchen and offices. The 
rooms In the wing together with 
the chapel will be used for the 
Sunday School until the Sunday 
School building ia completed. Ed­ 
ward D. Davies is the architect.

The present church at Acacia 
and Sonoma was sold to the Sev­ 
enth-Day Adventist Church.
